That Cohn himself went beyond

T hat Secretary of the1 Army Ste 
yens and Army Counsel John Ad 
aitis engaged in unw arranted cf 
forts at appeasing McCarthy and 
Cohn in hope of having them end 
their public investigation of alleg 
ed subversion at Fort Monmouth 
radar laboratories. 
That neither of these m en could 
be censured, 
however, 
on

grounds of bad faith or “ softness” 
toward comm unism 
Right here the investigators part 
ed company. Tho m ajority R epub­ 
licans did not think McCarthy ex ­ 
ercised 
any undue 
influence in 
Setlines behalf.
